THE HOME-RULE JUGGLE. 

Home rule was defeated in the State Lestalé- 
ture by a game of petty politics in which the Re- 
publicans on the last trick far outstripped the 
Democrats. The responsibility for the final death 
blow to all home-rule legislation rests with the 
Republicans who, by their action, repudiated 
the promises which helped to swell the Repub- 
lican votes in St. Louis. The home-rule bill was 
beaten sdlely on account of low partisan con- 
siderations. 

The Republicans accused the Democrats of p.ay- 
ing politics because the latter insisted upon un- 
restrained home rule and refused to accede to 


+1 Gov. Hadley’s demand that the power of remoy- 


ing the Mayor’s appointees to the police, election 
and excise boards be vested in the Governor. The 
Democratic senators receded from that position 
and supported a measure providing a gubernato- 
rial check. The Republicans insisted upon home 
rule for St. Louis alone, or a postponement of 
the operation of the bill until 1910, solely be- 
cause Kansas City has a Demccratic Mayor. In- 
sincerity and partisan selfishness could not go be- 
yond this. 

It is only just to the Democrats in the Senate 
to say that while they have indulged in unworthy 
partisan plays, the Republicans exceeded their 
bad example.

GOVERNMENT EMPLOYES ON STRIKE. 

The telegraplers’ strike in France compels the 
Government to face the issue raised and settle 
it by law. Have Government servants the right 
to strike, or shall this right be granted by law? 

This question has never been presented to the 
United States Government, probably. because the 
Government is not an extensive employer of la- 
bor, but there have been hints that even we may 
not always be immune. In 1906 the postal em- 
ployes in several large cities formed unions, and 








were granted charters by the American Federa- 


tion ‘of Labor. In Canada the postal employes 
were unionized several years ago, and, it is ad- 
mitted, the results have been beneficial to the 
public service, although the strike question has 
never been raised. 

In England the postal service has not only 
been unionized, but the Government encourages 
the movement. The Postmaster-General said, in 
the House of Commons, that “the time had come 
when postal employes should be accorded their 
full rights of combination and representation.” 
And on another occasion he said: “It is an ad- 
vantage to the country to have a strong and effi- 
cient trade union in the various branches of the 
service. The larger, stronger and more represen- 
tative, the better it is.” 

Whether “full rights of combination” include 
the right to strike does not appear, but it is safe 
to say such a right-would not be willingly granted 
in this country. The Government is responsible 
to the whole people, not to a class, section or 
trade, and to make the Postmaster-General or 
other department chief responsible to his own 
employes would be to shock the common sense 
of the whole country: 

In France the government was nacalvaed while 
the strike lasted, although the unions detailed 
expert telegraphers to take care of all diplomatic 
business in order that the international interests 
of the country should not suffer. 

It is hard to believe that the question will be 
pressed to a revolutionary conclusion in France, 
or ever become acute in this country. Labor 
leaders are neither unintelligent nor unpatriotic, 
and will be slow to assume a position which 
finally commits them to a policy not identical 
with the general interest. The question cannot 
be worked out along clags lines, or proceed from 
any policy which arrays special interests against 
the general good.

American so peculiarly and distinctly American 
that they are almost unknown élsewhere? 

A better and broader view seems to be that 
these problems are of our own creation, and are 
to be solved only by ourselves. They mean only 
that we are still struggling vigorously and suc- 
cessfully to find that happy .medium between ex- 
tremes which attests no less general satisfaction 
than general dissatisfaction—a .condition which 
keeps us all alert and watchful for infringements 
on our ideas of right and freedom. 
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To the lay mind there is neither excuse nor 
reason for extending the length of the legislative 
session from 70 to 90 days by giving full pay to 
members for 20 days more. The present body 
has shown that next to nothing may be done In 


70 days so effectively that an additional 20 days 


would serve only to emphasize the ineffective- 
ness. A legislative body capable of making laws 
and eager to discharge its duties can do quite as 
much work as is necessary in 70 days. 
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THE HOME POPULARITY OF PROPHETS. 

George Meredith tells an Australian friend 
that he doubts “whether his dear countrymen 
would ever have been persuaded to look at his 
books if the Americans had not led the way.”

It may be it will 
be after he is dead, but that is no great matter to 
a real prophet, whose only joy is in delivering 
his message. Whether anybody accepts it is a 
secondary consideration.

Know what a dictum is? It is one of the 
simplest things they have in the Federal courts, 
and it is not so very simple at that. 

When the Judge sentences a bootlegger to six 
months in jail, that is a decision. But if he adds 
that every drinker of such whisky as the prisoner 
sold ought to go up for a year, that is a dic- 
tum. 

A dictum does not get anywhere directly. 
Sometimes it only relieves the Judge’s feelings. 
But Federal judges have got into a habit of 
dispensing dictums, or dicta, and some of them 
have been studied in the law schools and quoted 
from the bench long after the decision they went 
with have been out of print. 

So, when Judge McPherson of Iowa, a little 


more than two months ago, said in a decision 


that we in Missouri really ought not to make the 
railroads haul us for 2 cents a mile any longer, he 
followed the example of Marshall and Taney, 
and tacked on this dictum: 

It being a legislative act, and not a judi- 
cial one, this Court cannot fix rates. If it 
could, 21-2-cent passenger rates would be 
fixed for the stronger roads and 3 for the 
others. But that is for the Legislature, act- 
ing itself with experts such as the State em- 
ployed in these cases, or through a commis- 
sion with like assistance. 

The railroad lawyers seemed to think Judy:

of the questions, as I understand it, that 
Judge McPherson hopes a higher court 
will decide.’’ 

Kansas City lawyers seem to like 
Judge McPherson. One hears no com- 
plaint of him as a judicial termagant 
or an oppressor of the bar. Instead, one 
can now and then hear some attorney, 
stung by one of Judge Philips’ shafts 
of sarcasm, express the fervent wish 
that McPherson would take the bench 
for awhile, and would hold one of his 
sessions in chambers, at which cigars 
are not barred, and feet are as much in 
order on tables as on the linoleum. 

“The most democratic man on the 
Federal bench,” these practitioners call 
McPherson. If you express doubt. they 
tell you of a speech he made at a law- 
yer’s banquet, attacking the idea of 
‘legal aristocracy.’’ 


Confession at a B-nquet. 


The banquet was held chiefly to cele- 
brate the passage in the Legislature of 
a legal education bill, establishing strict- 
er standards for admission to the ba’. 
McPherson, an invited guest, surpris-é 
everyone, when his turn came, by at: 
tacking the new measure. 

“Why, when I was practicing up in 
Iowa,” said the Judge, ‘I used to move 
every now and then that the Court 
appoint a committee to investigate 
some. applicant for admission to the 
the bar. The Court would then ap- 
point me chairman of the committee 
and would name a couple of other 
lawyers. The applicant would under- 
stand what was expected of him. He 
would take us out to dinner and we 
would spend the evening talking of 
pretty nearly everything except the 
law. 

“Next day we would go into court, 
and I would say, ‘Your Honor, the 
committee begs leave to report: that it 
has fully and carefully examined this 
applicant as to his knowledge of all 

ranches of the law, and that it finds 
him well qualified and worthy of ad- 
mission to the bar.’ And he would be 
admitted. 


All Differ on Rules. 


“Now that may sound like an argu- 
ment in’ favor of greater- strictness, 
but I wish to say that the results ob- 
ained in that way are just as good as 
if we had put the applicant through 
@ long grind—made him apply the 
rule in Shelley’s case, for instance. 
Why, all the time I was in law school 
I heard about the rule in Shelley’s 
case, and today I don’t know two 
lawyers who understand it or apply it 
alike.” 

Right there was where Judge Mc- 
Pherson ran into a stiff controversy, for 
Judge Gantt of the State Supreme Court 
Was on his feet with the declaration 
that his old law instructor would turn 
in his grave if he knew that one of his 
former students could be stumped by 
the rule in Shelley's case.

How He Rests at Red Oak,

The census gives Red Oak credit for 
having 4355 inhabitants. That is more 
than twice as many as ‘‘Pat’ Mur- 
phy’s home town of Rolla, Mo., has by 
the same census.

WILL BE HELD NOV. 1 


Date, Is Changed From Spring 
to Fall for Political 
Reasons. 





NEW YORK, May 15.—The Missouri 
Sociéty of the City of New York will 
be one of the first of the State societies 
to hold tts annual dinner next fall. 
This used to be a spring function, but 
it was recently decided to have it later 
in the year partiy because the dinners 
of these State societies are becoming 
more and more matters of political 
importance 

The fall before the usual meetings of 
Congress and State Legislatures seems a 
time when there is a greater interest 
in matters of State, while in the spring 
the principal topics of conversation seem 
to be “the score’ and “‘who’'ll win the 
Suburban,” and those could hardly be 
considered dignified topics for discussien 
among learned graybeards. 

In pursuance of this policy, there 
fore, the trustees of the Missouri so- 
ciety at a meeting early this week set 
Monday, Nov. 1, as the date for the 
1909 dinner, and the officers in charge 
promise it is to be a feast in which 
the. epicurean delights of Lucullus and 
the oratorical feats of Demosthenes will 
be surpassed. 

Two Cabinet Officers te Speak. 

As to the bill of fare, that will come 
later. It will require all sorts of skill 
to get up such a feast as is proposed, 
but the “flow of reason” has already 
been partly provided for. “Two cabinet 
whose names are not to be 
given out for the present,’”’ are to be 
among the speakers. 

A Sherlock Holmes instinct suggests 
that one of these might be Secretary 
Nagel, and the same instinct, prompted 
by a remark that “the other is now 
out of the country and his definite prom- 
ise has not yet been obtained,” prompts 
the idea that Secretary Dickinson .s 
meant. 

It is also said that Washington offi- 
ciai life may be drawn upon for a still 
more prominent speaker, as to whose 
identity there is no hint, but censidering 
the two already named, the field of 
more prominent ones is very limited. 
Gov. Hadley is also expected to be 
present and tell the members, all of 
whom will apparently be Republicans 
for that one night, how he likes his job 
of bossing the State after a year’s ex- 
pertence, and what he is going to do 
in the upward and onward line. 


Push Preducts Exhi¥ition Plan. 

It will be remembered that at the 
time of the exhibition of the work of the 
Missouri artists, held at the Walderf- 
Astoria in March, that the idea occurred 
to some of the members of the Missouri 
Society here that it would be a, good 
idea to have an annual exhibition of 
all the products of Missouri, to be held 
in Madison Square Garden and to last 
for a week, and offering to arrange 
for and oversee the same. 

Such an exhibition similar to that of 
California, which lasts the year round, 
would cost the State something like 
$25,000, and a committee was appointed 
to take the matter up with Gov. Hadley. 
This committee wrote to the Governor, 
making the suggestion that that amount 
be appropriated for the’ purpose, and re- 
ceived a response, approving of the idea 
and promising at some future time to 
recommend that such an appropriation 
be made to the Immigration Commis- 
sien for the purpose of holding such an 
exhibition. 

What with the big prohibition fight 
and other time-eating matters coming 
up, however, it seems the Gevernor has 
not yet had time to send the matter 
along, but the Missouri Society here is 
hoping the idea will be carried out, as 
they are all confident it would be the 
best advertisement the State could have. 


Dr. Lewrence’s Idea Bettered. 


The late Dr. Lawrence, whe was an 
expert in the matter of advertising and 
knew its value, was fond of saying that 
what 8t. uis needed was to spend 
about $1000 a month advertising the city 
here in New York, but it is pointed out 
that a State exhibit would be more ef- 
fective, and would be profitable to the 
farmers, fruit growers and poultry rais- 
ers direcily, and to St. Leuis as the 
State metropelis, indirectly, by enrich- 
ing the State. 

The society, however, has not catered 
to a position of active advocacy of the 
idea for fear of its attitude being misun- 
derstood. {It is purely -patriotic on the 
part of the members, as it would mean 
nothing to those helping te carry it out 
but a lot of hard work, which would not 
be any better appreciated than such 
work generally is. ' 

The plan suggested in the letter te 
the Governor was that the exhibit he 
held under the auspices of the Missouri 
Society, but that the control of the fund 
be placed in the hands of a commission 
to be appointed by the Governor, who 
weuld act in conjunction with a board 
of trustees composed of Missourians 
resident in Missouri and New York. The 
exhibitors would of course meet ail the 
expenses of their own exhibits.

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New Charter Provides for 
Only Five Elective Officers 
in Municipality. 


CHANGES ARE RADICAL 





Form of Ballot Will Do Away 
With Politics in Choosing 
Officials. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., May 15. 
—Colorado Springs has just adopted by 
an overwhelming vote of 3161 to 263 the: 
commission form of government under a 
charter which abolishes the ward sys- 
tem, eliminates party politics, provides 
the recall, initiative and referendum, 
and places ample restrictions around the 
granting of franchises. 

The charter is probably ‘the most 


cipality, because of the fact that the 
Legislature gives cities a free rein in 
making their charters. Colorado Springs 
is the first city in the State to adapt 
the commission form, although Grand 
Junction, Peublo and other cities are 
now taking steps to that end. 

The charter comes as the result of a 
movement advocated by the press and 
backed by the Chamber of Commerce 
and other civic bodies. The instrument 
was drawn by 21 representative citizens, 
nominated by a joint committee from 
the civic organization. 
tion under the new charter will be held 
Tuesday, July 6. 

Five Elective Officers. 

In many respects the charter is 
markable. 
are the mayor and four councilmen, 
who compose the council in which the 
powers of the city are vested. Re- 
sponsibility is fixed by the creation of 
five departments, at the head of each 
of which is one member. The depart- 
ments are: Water and water works, 
governed by the mayor; finance, pubHc 
health and sanitation, public works and 
property, and public safety. Provision 
is made to put the water system on a 
self-sustaining basis; an effort is made 
to compel a uniform system of public 
accounting. The mayor receives $3600 
salary, councilmen $2000. 

The most radical’ measures perhaps 
are in regard to elections, the idea being 
to eliminate all factional control. Nomi- 
nations are made by the filing of 25 in- 
dividual certificates, the signer of each 
of which, as well as the nominee, must 
make affidavit to the fact that the can- 
didate is not the representative of any 
political party. 

The charter further provides: ‘‘Noth- 
ing on the. ballot shall. be indicative 
of the source of the candidacy or of 
the support of a candidate. No ballot 
shall have printed thereon any party 
or political design or mark and there 
shall not be appended to the name 
of any candidate any such party or 
political designation or mark, or any- 
thing indicating his views or opin- 
ions, 

“A majority of all votes cast as re- 
quired; in case no one receives a ma- 
jority a second election is held. Ex- 
cept for invalids, no carriages are al- 
lowed on election day. 

, People to Vote on Franchises, 

No franchises may be granted ex- 
cept on vote of the qu@lified electors. 
The people reserve the right to regu- 
Jate fares and rates, and may: license 
street cars, 
fixtures.. The city retains ecompre- 
hensive oversight of any franchise af- 
fecting the city’s water system. Each 
corporation is required to make a 
detailed annual report. The city re- 
ceelves on all franchises three per cent 
of the gross receipts for the first 15 
years; five per cent for the remainder 
of the life. The city may purchase 
any public utility. No franchise may 
be granted for a period of more than 
25 years. 

On petition of 30 per cent of the 
qualified electors, an elective officer 
may be removed from office through 
The initiative requires 
the signatures of 15 per cent and after 
these have been obtained the Council 
has the option of passing the proposed 
ordinance or of submitting it to a 
vote of the people. The referendum 
works in the same way. . 

Under penalty of removals no of- 
ficial may receive free service from 4 
corporation. A civil service commis- 
sion is authorized to provide for plac- 


ing the fire; police and public works 


employes under civil service. Other 
employes are appointed by the Mayor 
upon recommendation of the council- 
man. 

The levy is limited to 20 mills and 
the bonded indebtedness to three per 
cent of the total valuation, excepting 
for the purchase of profit-yielding 
public utilities. One section makes it 
obligatory on all physicians to report 
infectious, contagious or commu 
icable diseases and the Department 
of Public Health is authorized to re- 
quire such means as it deems wise for 
protection.

‘that only three visits have been made 
by the stork to members of the 1000 
women’s clubs of that city during the 
past year and that only one baby was 
born among the 200 clubwomen of Om- 
aha during the same period.

The four visits of the stork to St, 
Louls clubwomen were te members of 
the Wednesday Club en the roster of 
which organization are the names Of 825 
women. The 180 women in the Wom- 
an’s Club were not honored at all. 

The city birth records show that dur- 
ing the past year more than 15,000 chil- 
dren have been born in 8t. Louis. 

It is estimated that there are about 
175,000 mothers in the city. This would 
make an average of one birth to ev- 


Stork Loves the Poor. 

But the records show that in the 
congested districts of the city—partic- 
ularly in the Ghetto, Little Italy and 
Little Bohemia—the percentage {s con- 
siderably higher and in the fashionable 
residence districts considerably lower. 

In the Social Register—a roster of the 
families prominent in St. Loufs—are the 
names of more than 800 married wom- 
en. To these but 24 children were born 
during the year—an average of one 
child in 338 families. 

St. Louls clubwemen say that club 
life does not in any way interfere with 
the home life of the married membera. 
Their explanation of the low birth rate 
is that mest of the members are mar- 
ried women of advanced age, with fam- 
flies already.

INTER- INSURANCE} 
HAS NU EEFEC 


Concerns Are Authorized 
Without Passage of Amend- 
ment to Law. 








OPPOSED BY “OLD LINE” 





Efforts Were Made to Show 
Special Indemnity Was 
Illegal. 





Representatives of inter-insurance 
companies in St. Louis say their busi- 
ness is not affected by the veto yes- 
terday by Gov. Hadley of the inter-in- 
surance bill passed by the Missouri 
Legislature. 

The measure passed the House by 112 
to 17 and passed the Senate by 27 to 3. 
Gov. Hadley, in sending his veto to the 
Legislature, included a message ex- 
plaining his reasons for not signing the 
bill. He stated that, in his opinion, 
citizens have a perfect right under ex- 
isting laws to protect themselves by 
mutual contracts under the inter-in- 
surance plan, and that there is no ne- 
cessity for this law because, under the 
present laws, citizens have all the pow- 
ers and rights that this law would 
give them. 

The vetoed inter-insurance bill was a 
measure to amend Article 7, Chapter 119 
of the Revised Statutes, a section pro- 
viding that nothing contained in the 
laws of the State shall be construed 
to prevent persons, firms or corpora~ 
tions banding together, or uniting witn 
persons or firms of other states, in 
making agreements to exchange indem- 
nities with each other for loss by fire 
and otherwise. 

Inter-insurance companies are those 
organized by dealers in certain com- 
modities to insure their own product. 
One is the Druggists’ Indemnity Ass0- 
ciation, represented in St. Louis by 
John W. Daugherty. There are about 
fifteen such companies in Missouri, and 
many more in other states do. business 
n Misseurl. These companies are ¢n- 
tirely separate from the “old line’ com- 
panies. 

They have been doing business for 
years, according to Mr. Daugherty. 

The inter-insurance bill .was op- 
posed by the “old line” insurance and 
was championed by the big merchants 
of St. Louis. The St. Louis Retail 
Merchants’ Association sent a delega- 
tion to Jefferson City to urge the en- 
actment of the law. The SsScruggs-

$600,000 inter-insurance, The Grand- 
Leader carries about half a million

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The, Na- 
tional Association for the Stud# and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis brought its 
meeting to a close today. Homer Folks 
of New York read a paper before the 
Sociological Section, in which he dealt 
with recent tuberculosis campaigns and 
their results. 

In the opinion of Dr. Folks, the con- 
trol of tuberculosis is a problem for 
the local authorities.| He says the most 
effective work which can be done by 
organization is to follow the example 
of the National Association in forming 
local organizations or committees to take 
the responsibility of obtaining county 
and municipal control of the disease. 

The organization launched, he said, a 
carefully worked out program should 
be carried out, which should provide for 
a@ more complete system of notification 
and registration of cases of tuberculosis;

cal attention and advice; a visiting 
nurse who could see that the advice 
was carried into effect in the patient’s 
home; provision for sending incipient 
cases to sanitariums; local hospital for

Fide Revision. 


PARTY IS RESPONSIBLE 


Says Country People Have No 
Faith in Leadership of Can- 
non or Aldrich.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Gov. John- 


son gave tHis estimate of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill te the Post-Dispatch 
today, just before starting for his home 
in Minnesota.

The Republican party promised the 
people a thorough honest and downward 
revision of the tariff. There is no doubt 
on that. The people expect that party 
to redeem that pledge. If the party does 
not keep faith with the people the 
Middle West is lost to the Republicans 
four years hence. 

The national administration cannot es- 
cape responsibility for the action of 


Congress on the tariff. Early itn the} 


proceedings President Taft took a hand 
he helped to organize the lower house 
of Congress and he is responsible for 
the leadership in that body. 

Out in my country the people—the 
masses of the people—have no faith in 
the leadership of Mr. Cannon and Sen- 


ator Aldrich. They have heard so much 
of this combinatfen and its control of 
Congress, that they regard this control 
as being in the interest of the interests. 
The people believe the interests con- 
trol Congress, 

“I don’t see how the senators and 
leading Republican papers are going to 
defend this tariff bill. They have out- 
spokenly fought it. They should fight 
it, and our people want them to fight 
it. How they can take up the cudgels of 
defense for it will be-a rare sight, if 
they can find the method, 


Hoping for the Impossible. 

Our people—not alone Minnesotans, 
but the tillers of the soil and the work- 
ingmen of the entire Middle West—are 
hoping against hope, expecting to get 
something they know they won't get. 
But they will get an accounting from 
the party they trusted. | 

The Republican party cannot place the 
blame for the Aldrich bill on a few Re- 
publicans and a few Democrats. It’s up 
to the party, no matter how such and 
such a senator voted and spoke, The 
party which passes the Aldrich bill will 
get all of the praise and criticism that 
bill merits. 

I have heard since I came to Wash- 
ington that Genator Aldrich is not 
alarmed about the Middle West—that 
the East or West will carry the elec- 
tion. I recommend Senator Aldrich as 
a soothsayer, but not as a campaign 
manager. 

I am not intimately acquainted with 
the provisions of the bill and do not as- 
sume to criticise any measure pending 
before Congress. The fundamentals of 
the bill are known to me and I am cer- 
tain that the bill as it now stands is 
not the revision of the tariff the people 
expected. 


Republicans Follew Democrats. 

A few years ago I remember that 
Democrats were sneered at because they 
declared for a tariff for revenue.

Evaporation Decreases, 


After-Gen. Clarkson first questioned 
the 18-per-cent evaporation claim put in 
by the Sugar Trust the evaporation per- 
centages began to gradually decrease 
and it was down to about four per cent 
when the Government made its raid on 
the Havemeyer and Elder sugar docks 
on Nov. 20, 1907. Now it was about one 
per cent, showing that at least 17 per 
cent was absolutely bogus. 

The secret of the steel spring by 
which the Sugar Trust worked its fraud 
was not discovered until the fall of 
1907, but for years prior to that Gen. 
Clarkson had advocated the use of au- 
tomatic weighing machines which could 
not be tampered with and which would 
eliminate the factor of dishonesty 6n 
the part @f the weighér.

TRAN IS DERAILED 


Two Are Near Death . as 
Result of Odessa .( Mo.) 
Wreck on Alton. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 15.~Two 
persons are expected to die and % 
others are seriously injured as a result 
of the local Chicago & Alton passenger 
train No. 14 being derailed two miles 
east of Odessa, Mo., today. 

Only the engine remained on the track, 
the tender, combination baggage and 
passenger car and two passenger coach: 
es being derailed. The coupling of the 
rear coach broke and it rolled down an 
embankment, turning completely over. 
It was in this car that the most serious 
imjuries occurred and none ef its occu- 
pants escaped unhurt. 

Misses Jennie Donaldson and Myrtle 
McNeel, both of Odessa, are in a critica] 
condition and their recovery is doubtful. 
Many others are bruised and internally 
injured, but physicians say they have 
an even chance : to live. 

No explanation of the wreck has 
been found, It has been learned that 
the front wheels of the tender were 
the first to leave the rails, but an 
examination of the track shows noth- 
ing to indicate why the tender was 
derailed. : 

Chief Engineer W. B. Taylor of Chi- 
cago and other officials of the road 
will hold an investigation at the scene 
of the wreck tomorrow.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—One min- 
ute and 80 seconds of “a scheduled &- 
round contest was sufficient to demon- 


strate that Hugo Kelly of Chicago 15 
no match in speed or skill for Billy 
Papke, the “Illinois Thtnderbolt,”. At 
the end of this brief period, after half a 
dozen short rallies, Papke stood un- 


in the center of the ring, with a deep 
cut over his right eye and his chances 
for the middleweight . championship 
gone glimmering. 


Faster and stronger than he has ap- 
peared since his memorable battle with 
Stanley Ketchel at Los Angeles, Pap- 
ke virtually‘ toyed with his opponent, In 
the several clinches he smothered Kel- 
ly’s attempts at infighting and pushed 
him away, only to land stinging rights 
and lefts that found the Italian almost 
unprotected. 
Left Wins Fight. 

Kelly lost the battle when Papke 
landed his first left to the jaw. He 
went to the floor for the count of nine 
and arose without sufficient vitality to 
resist the finishing punches. Prior to 
this Papke had shot a terrific left hook 
to the temple which laid open an inch 
long gash just above Kelly’s right eye. 
The blow was the opening wedge. 


Kelly appeared to weaken and Papke 
without an instant’s hesitation, rushed 
him to the ropes, shooting lefts and 
rights inte his wind. Kelly fell face 
downward and was counted out by 
Timekeeper Hasting. 

As Referee Eddie Smith counted 10, 
Kelly struggled to raise himself on 
his elbow, but the effort exhausted his 
last spark of vitality and he lurched 
back unconscious. Seconds carried him 
to his corner in a state of unconscious- 
ness, while a hundred spectators 
climbed into the ring to smother Papke 
with congratulations. 

Papke'’s wonderful speed and strength 
was the feature of the brief contest. 
His taller opponent appeared weak and 
awkward by comparison with the Ke- 
wanee boy and at no stage did Keily 


marked, while. Kelly lay unconscious} 


have a chance to show his cleverness. 

Half of the ninety seconds was spent 
in clinches. Papke wrestled and flung 
Kelly about with utter disregard of 
the Italian’s greater height. Against 
the ropes, whither he was rushed twice 
or three times, Kelly was almost help- 
less and it was in this plight that 
Papke’s clean blows were landed. 

The battle, which took place in the 
open air, was witnessed by approxi- 
mately 6000 people and was the fourth 
meeting between the rival middle- 
weights. Papke was the favorite in 
the betting at the odds of 10 to 43. 
While not technically so, Papke’s vic- 
tory carries virtually with it the mid- 
dleweight championship title, inasmuch 
as Stanley Ketchel has stated repeated- 
ly in public his inability to make the 
middleweight limit. 

Today’s battle was practically over 
before half of those present had set- 
tled in their séats. The blows were 
struck at such a fast clip that they/J 
could be followed only with difficulty 
and until the first kneck-down it was 
not realized that Kelly was so serious- 
ly damaged. All of Papke’s effective 
work was done at short range, the 
blows traveling but a few inches and 
the men standing shoulder to shoulder.

The 
automobile has come to a basis where 
Standardization has been almost estab- 
lished, and it is predicted that this 
Standard’ will continue for years. As 
models of automobiles are more nearly 
Standardized, a decrease in their sell- 
tng price will follow each succeeding 
year. This is the automobile outlook, 
atcording to the close observers in the

gon of 1910, from the current Horse- 
leas Age: 

Among large cars, the six-cylinder 
machine will be of increasing impor- 
tance, and quite a few companies will 
either make the six-cylinder machine 
exclusively or will devote the. greater 
part of their plant to its production. 
These machines will, for the’ most part, 
ghow no radical changes from pres- 
ént practice. Some few makers of “good 
Sellers’’ will probably -continue their 
lines practically without change; but 
the amount of experimental work they 
are doing indicates that they do not 
consider the possibilities of design -ex- 
hausted. 

| Differential Piston, 

There will, of course, be a few nove!- 
tiles. One well-known maker its. report- 
ed to have beg:in the manufacture of 
a differential piston, two-cycle motor, 
while another is known to be making 
extensive experiments with a. two-cycle 
motor using fuel injection.

Old Centers Established,

creasingly important. Detroit seems 
likely to draw many of the new acces- 
sory and parts factories, the location 
near the center of car manufacture be- 
ing an advantage. Flint and Lansing 


are being watched with cons‘derable | 


interest as the center of manufacturing 
operations of the General Motors Co. 

Next in importance come the states 
of Indiana and Ohio. Important fac- 
tories have recently been established 
in the Indianapolis district. Of the 
Ohio cities, Cincinnati is the scene of 
most active development at the present 
time. Five or six of the large buggy 
manufacturers there are experimenting 
with autos. They have their model 
cars on the road, and one of them ex- 
pects to make a trial lot of from fifty 
to one hundred cars this season.’ An- 
ether maker is soliciting bids on parts 
for 36,000 machines. 

St. Louis Becoming Center. 

The increase of sales in the South, 
West and Southwest has caused a large 
number of factories to start up all 
through thesé sections. Most of them 
are very small concerns and make only 
a few cars, but their total output must 
be considerable. The time for successful 
manufacturing in these sections has not 
yet \rrived, and’ few of these factories 
will have any considerable growth. 

The bulk of manufacturing -for the 
hext few years will be done north of 
the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, 
though St. Louis is becoming quite an 
automobile manufacturing city. In the 
eastern part of the country the busi- 
ness seems to be slower, and while 
many of the older makers are doing 
well, comparatively Tew new companies 
are started. 

Summing up, it would appear from 
what we have been able to learn up 
to the present that 1910 will:mark an- 
other step in the almost complete tri- 
umph of -the four-cylinder motor for 
everything except large powers—40- 
horsepowef and upward. The man who 
wants a runabout for business use will 
be somewhat better cared for. 

Two cycle motors and commercial 
vehicles will not begrn to take their 
proper place in automobile development 
during the coming season, but as nearly 
as can be judged from the results of 
experimental work, in 1911 they will—

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PATHFINDER CAR 
S WITHIN REACH 
JOURNEY'SEND 


Reception at Walla-Walla 
Was the Most Enthusias- 
tic of the Trip.

WALLA WALLA, Wash., May 15.— 
The oOcean-to-ocean pathfinder is within 
striking distance of Seattle. One more 
mountain range to cross, one more fight 
against snow and mud, and the Thomas 
will have com-'-ted its second run 
across America. 

Snoqualmie Pass, the gateway through 
the Cascades, is the only obstacle yet 
to be surmounted, and judging by past 
verformances, the pathfinder should suc- 
cessfully buck the snowdrifts and roll 
into Seattle by Tuesday or Wednesday 
next. 

We left: Boise Wednesday morning 
last, and except in the Blue Moun- 
tains good, roads were encountered all 
the way from there to Walla Walla. 
Through the beautiful Boise, Payette, 
Umatilla and Walla Walla Valleys the 
instrument clicked off the miles at a 
rate that made the tired travelers forget 
the delays and discouragements of 
Western Wyoming and Southern Idahe, 
and but for a recent heavy snow fall 
which made the old emigrant road 
across the Blue Mountains next to im- 
passable for automobiles, Walla Walla 
would have been reached in two days. 


Had'te Remake Roads, 
As it was, however, the mountains 


gave us one of the hardest fights of 
the trip, and it was only after prac- 
tically remaking long stretches of 
washed-out roads that we were able 
to get the big Thomas through at all. 

From 8 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
when we left LaGrange until it be 
came too dark to ply a pick and shovel 
we dug a way for the car over the 
Meacham grade, making little mileage 
under these adverse conditions. 

Trees, stumps which could not be 
dodged because of deep gullies, washed 
in the road by melting snow, had to be 
chopped before the car could get over 
them and évery few hundred feet it 
was necessary to corduroy the road 
with logs and branches to get the car 
across the mudholes. Darkness caught 
us at the very summit of the Blue 
Mountains, and as, a particularly bad 
piece of roa4 lay just ahead, all hands 
camped out for the night with some 
friendly woodchoppers. 

In the meantime two pilot cars had 
made the 60-mile run from Walla Walla 
_to Pendleton to guide the pathfinder 
into the former town and these intrepid 
7 nutoists believing that we had come to 
grief on the grade started from Pendle- 
_ton at 10 Thursday night and negotiated 
50° miles of alleged road in the dark, 
, finally forced to camp out beside their 
machines just 12 miles from where the 
pathfinder was laid up for the night. 

Walla Walla Strong for the Auto. 

| The cars met just after daylight Fri- 
| day morning and we had the benefit of 
_ thelr pilotage all the way into Walla 
_ Walla, which was reached at 5 p. m. 
| Walla Walla is auto mad and the town 
| couldn’t have given to the President of

CHURCH VISITORS 


Dust-Covered Pews Mute 
Witnesses to Row That 
Split Congregation. 


FRONT YARD FOR WASH 





Pastor and Wife Hold the Fort 
Against Woman Preacher’ 
and Followers. 


A church with no other congregation 
than the bats that fly among the raft- 
ers with whirring wings, pews that are 
dust-covered and . broken windows 
through which the wind whistles, is 
soon to be thrown inte the courts in a 
suit for possessien by the larger part 
of the former congregation, which was 
expelled by the present pastor. 

The Church of God stands back in its 
yards at 2929 Montgomery street, and 
for six months there has been no serv- 
ice held in it, although the pastor lives 
in it and holds the frort against those 
who would, but cannot, worship in it. 

The founder of the church and its 
former paster, Mrs, §. Etter, who was 
before her marriage Marie B. Wood- 
worth, @ woman preacner with a large 
following, is about to bring suit in the 
courts in St. Louis to expel the present 
preacher, the Rev. G. L. Chapman. 


Pastor Will Fight. 
Chapman says that he will fight for 


his rights and resist being dispossessed. 
At present he is out of the city attend- 
ing a convention of the general elders 
of the church at Fort Scott, Kan., and 
will go from there to eonduct mission- 
ary meetings at Buffalo, Kan. 


Almost since its founding the Church [| 


of Ged on Montgomery street has been 
in trouble, which has been cumulative 
until the general elders have almost 
despaired of ever restoring peace to it. 

The church was founded by Mrs. 
Marie B. Woodworth in 1891, when she 
received a license to preach from the 
general elders at Marrisburg, Pa. 

Mrs. Woodworth gathered about her 
300 ardent followers, who subscribed the 
money to buy a lot for the church, and 
in 1892 the church was built and dedi- 
cated, and Mrs. Woodworth took pos- 
session of it as its pastor. 

Woman a Strong Preacher 

Mrs,. Woodworth joined the church 
early in the °’80s, and preached in St. 
Louis long before she organized the 
church. She is said to be a strong 
preacher and a woman of pronounce 
views on a number of subjects. There 
was schism in the church after she had 
been preaching here several years, and 
those who left her congregation appeal- 
ed to the general eldership to have her 
deposed. This was done and, after two 
or three men had responded to the call 
and had been discouraged against re- 
maining, the Rev. J. W. Bloyd took 
charge. 

The Rev. Mr. Boyd had an exciting 
pastorate until he gave up his charge 
in despair and resigned to go to a less 
strenuous field. The Rev. Mr. Chapman 
was sent to take his place. Mr. Chap- 
man found a congregation of 30 per- 
sons. The Sunday he called his congre- 
gation together to sign the church 
books only 138, including four members 
of his own family, responded. 

Meantime the Rev. Mr. Chapman anda 
his family live jn three rooms in the 
rear of the church, the victims of boys 
in the neighborhood who bombard the 
church and his house with stones, 
breaking windows and keeping the Day- 
ton street police busy with complaints. 
Since last November there have been 
no sermons preached in the church for 
two reasons: First, there was no 
money to buy coal and pay the gas 
bill, to heat and light the’ church; and, 
second, there has been no congregation, 
except his wife and sons, to listen to 
the preacher. 


Things in Chaotic State. | 
“Things are in a terrible state, said 


Mrs. Chapman, speaking for her hus- 
band. “We left a good home at Rich 
Hill, Mo., to come here and take charge 
of this church. Mr. Bloyd left because 
he could stand it no longer. He had a 
terrible time here. 

“To go back to the beginning, Mrs. 
Woodworth, as she was then, had built 
the church up, but part of her congre- 
gation disagreed with her as to the way 
to conduct the services according to the 
tenets of the Church of God. She be- 
lieved in healing by the laying on of 
hands, and she used to have the church 
filled with an excited lot of people who 
shouted and rolled over on the floor and 
stayed until 2 or 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. : 

“This get so bad that a large num- 
ber of the people left the church, and 
appealed to the eldership for relief, and 
she was sent away and the Rev. Mr. 
Bloyd sent here. 

“Then Mrs. Woodwerth’s fallowers 
made it hot for him, and he had to ap- 
peal to the police for protection from 
them. One time 7 of these whe had left 
with Mrs. Woodworth came to the 
church with their cots, intending to gain 
entrance and stay. They were going 
te sleep and live in the church, but Mr. 
Bloyd had policemen at the doors and 
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from the church,” he said

“Industry is distinctly on the up- 
grade; but Wall street’s forecast needs 
to be accepted with.the habitual 
caution. We speak of Wall street 
‘discounting the future,’ but it is not 
exactly discounting on the lines which 
expert bankers predict. It sometimes 
more nearly resembles the paying out 
of $1500 to a borrower who contracts 
to pay back $1000 six months hence. 

“Merchants and stock brokers ap- 
pear to agree in one. particular— 
namely that the tariff discussion is 
an impediment to return of real pros- 
perity. One eminent railway man re- 
marked this “week that if Congress 
would adjourn for six years, we 
should have a chance at real pros- 
perity. This gives a somewhat whim- 
sical touch to that phase of the sit- 
uation. 


“Prosperity, most of us were taught, 
depends on demand from réal con- 
sumers. What is his attitude toward 
Congress? Is he postponing his sum- 
mer purchases until he shall know 
what is done with the glass and pot- 
tery schedules? If so, he is remark- 
ably silent about it. There is a prev- 
alent superstition that what high au- 
thority has described as the ‘ulti- 
mate consumer’ was the very person- 
age who forced a reluctant Congress 
to consider revision of the tariff. 


“Just how, then, the perplexed out- 
sider is entitled to ask, will demand 
be paralyzed and property postponed 
because the final vote has been shift- 
ed along to July or August? Is the 
ultimate consumer afraid that he will 
get what he wants? And what has 
possessed the buyers of structural 
steel, and the importers of general 
merchandise, that they did not wait? 
Is it wholly impossible that the belief 
in prosperity ‘waiting on the tariff’ 
may not be a sentimental belief, fos- 
tered by the habitual fondness of the 
American financial public for setting 
up a landmark, just a little way 
ahead, after which all inconveniences 
and objectiona will disappear?”

for No. 4 Quotations were at times al- 
most purély nominal, but these levels re- 
flect the actual conditions in the trade, 
and while sales were kept down to small 
proportions by the scanty arrivals, the 
wheat that did find its way into the 
market was readily absorbed at strong 
prices, 

Crop prospects are better right now 
than they have been for some time. 
Heavy rains at the close of the previ- 


last one furnished moisture that was 
very necessary te the progress of the 
plant in many sections of the winter 
wheat belt. The crop killers, undis- 
mayed by this, were busily engaged ear- 
ly in the week in sending reports that 
the rains had skipped large portions 
of the extreme Southwest and that the 
drouth in Southern Kansas, Oklahoma 
and contiguous districts was still un- 
relieved. 

The damage reports are not to be en- 
tirely discredited, it being likely true 
that quite large acreages have been 
abandoned, the growth retarded and 
the condition hurt as a result of the 
unfavorable climatic conditions that 
prevailed in the early spring and the 
lateness of the sowing last fall. These 
conditions were reflected by the recent 
Government report, but are considered 
entirely offset by the very high prices 
on the new crop positions... 

Reins Help Winter Wheat. 
Then, too, one important fear was re- 
moved when, toward the latter part of 
the week, beneficial rains became gen- 
eral and effectually relieved the drouth. 
This put the plant, according to most 
advices, in good condition for a rapid 
growth, and with favorable weather 
from now on it is not unlikely that the 
yield will be considerably in excess of 
early expectations. In conjunction with 
this a bearish view of the crop situa- 
tion was encouraged by the almost idea! 
cliimatie conditions throughout the 
Northwest. The clear, cool weather in 
the spring wheat belt and extending 
to both sides of the Canadian border 
is just the sort to promote the seeding 
of the new crop and the final opers- 
tions on this work are rapidly near- 
ing completion. Present indications point 
to a large acreage and a healthy start 
in most parts of the Northwestern 
States. 


All Positions Dull. 
Little of interest transpired in any 


department of the trade. Export centers 
reported almost stagnant conditions in 
the foreign trade. This, however, and 
the somewhat freer offerings from some 
of the other large producing countries 
was prevented by the tight domestic 
situation from making any impression 
on our prices, Reserves are very small 
and a decrease of almost 3,000,000 bu in 
the visible supply in the United States 
reflected a steady reduction of stock 
at all points. Minneapolis reported only 
a fair business in flour, but prices re- 
mained high and with shipments of 
good volumes little coming in, and the 
demand being helped by occasional at- 
tempts to buy on the part of belated 
May sherts, the cash situation contin- 
ued strong. 
Statistics Are Bullish. 

Foreign markets were sluggish and 
showed little independent action, mest- 
ly following the price movements on this 
side to a moderate degree. European 
crop advices showed no startling feat- 
ures and were in the main favorable. 
Statistical news was bullish. The do- 
mestic supply, following a decrease of 
2,998,000 bu amounts to 26,621,000 bu.

Wheat Will Be Held for $1 a 
Bushel When Facilities 
Are Ready. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 15.—A pe- 
riod of great activity in the construe- 
tion of co-operative grain elevators by 
farmers of the West and Seuthwest is 
to follow the meeting here of the Farm- 
ers’ Educational and Co-operative Union 
of America, which closed when the Ex- 
ecutive Committee left Springfield last 
night, The union hopes to rush eléva- 
ter construction so rapidly as to put 
itself into shape for handling a large 

part of the 199 wheat crop. 

Resolutions calling upon the lecaln to 
exert themselves in this direction were 
adopted at the specially called Spring- 
fleld meeting. 

The union now claims a membership 
of 1,500,000 in the % states where it has 
been organized. The reported Missouri 
membership ts 12,000 men and 3000 wom- 
en. There are 800 local unions in this 
State, an every one of them will bend 
its efforts toward the ultimate goal of 
a union grain elevator to handle the 
product of the members’ field. Many lo- 
cals will have their elevators ready for 
business by thrashing time, as a result 
of the enthusiasm engendered at the 
meeting here. 

The officers of the Missouri State 
organization are: N. H. Summit of 
Greene County, president; J. A. Miller, 
Mississippi County, vice-president; L. F. 
Luthy of Laclede County, secretary and 
treasurer; J. E. Fulkerson of Laclede 
County, business manager. 

Is a Texas Product, 

The union was organized in Raines 
County, Texas, nine years ago next 
August. The prime mover in the organ- 
ization being Hugh Gresham, a school- 
teacher, farmer and student of econom- 
ics. He did not live to see his hopes re- 
alized. The Missouri organization was 
born at West Plains, {nh March, 1907. It 
had just a few more than the consti- 
tutional membership reuirement of 5000. 
This has been more than doubled in the 


two years and two months of its exist- 


ence. 
All the Southern states have union or- 


j ganizations as have Missouri, [ilinois, 


Kansas, Kentucky, Oklahoma and 
Washington. Two great crops, cotton 
and wheat, have received the attention 
of the union up to date. But this will 
not be the, limit of the organization’s 
activity: inj the future, the members 
assert. 

It is the object of the union to make 
“standard” prices for everything raised 
on American farms, from a bale of 
cotten to a dozen eggs. As yet, how- 
ever, there has been no scale of prices 
fixed to cover the whole list. That is 
a matter te be worked out by each 
State organization. There is a mini- 
mum and ‘maximum price for wheat, 
the so-called “fair” or “standard” 
price for that grain being $1 a bushel. 

It is the purpose of the union te 
have elevators in which can be stored 
to be sold at such time and for such 
prices as the local may think best, 
provided that none be sold below the 
minimum price, and that none be held 
for more than the maximum price. All 
sales are conducted through the busi- 
ness agents, the union being at werk 
to eliminate the “middle man.” 

This is attempted by having the bust- 
ness agent deal directly with consum- 
ers, so each business agent has a list 
ef mills and grain buyers whe want 
the actual grain for manufacturing or 
feeding purposes, and he keeps in touch 
with them by correspondence. Each lo- 
cal has a business agent, and there is 
one for éach State, and a natienal 
business agent.

Owning of bank stock by an actual 
farmer shall not be construed as mak- 
ing him an actual banker as long as his 
principal business is farming; editors of 
all newspapers are eligible also, if they 
will solemnly obligate themselves to 
support the organization in their pa- 
pers at all times, and if they are not 
engaged in any of the forbidden busi- 
nesses. 

The association is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. Though 
it is not a real branch of that organiza- 
tion there exists between the two what 
is known as @ fraternal understariding. 

The Farmers’ Union often partici- 
pates in numbers fin Labor day parades 
and the members are urged to buy only. 
union made articles from union clerks, 
whenever that is possible and to empley 
only union carpenters and other union 
workmen when it is so they can. 

The union operates several banks, one 
of them being In Mississippi County, 
Missouri. This ig known as the Farm- 
ers’ Union Bank and has a capital of 
$25,000. The charter of the national 
union. was issued by Texas, giving tt 
authority to charter branches anywhere 
and engage in any business practical- 
ly. A few union co-operative stores 
are in existence. 

Country girls more than 16 years old 
and farmers’ wives are admitted to 
honorary membership. There are about 
3000 women and giris in the Missouri 
State organization. The locals meet 
twice a month and the socia) features 
are by no means the least impertant 
in the union.

Even at that early peried, long before 
Missouri rose to the dignity of state- 
hood, the agriculturists gave much at- 
tention to the cultivation of leaf tobac- 
co, and its use was regarded as a 
necessity rather than an expensiv2 
habit. ° 

Search the history of St. Louls as far 
back as it is written, and the investiga- 
tor will find references to the tobacco 
trade. Prior te the steamboat era, this 
city had its market, and even with the 
limited facilities for distribution the 
business flourished. 

long about 1840 St. Louls became a 
tobacco manufacturing center. Thomas 
Campbell, it appears, was the first to 
go into the business on a large scale. 
He had a factory near the river and 
made several kinds of plug, chewing 
and smoking tobacco, and his undertak- 
ing Was successful. He used hand 
presses to form his plugs and plenty of 
sugar and liquorice te sweeten his mix- 
tures. 

His product put St. Louis on the tobac- 
co map in earnest. It was such a good 
thing that others quickly followed suit, 
and the natives, swelling with a justi- 
fiable local pride, begah talking about 
“our big tebacco factories. Compared 
with the plants of today, an erdinary 
pin and a full-sized. crowbar would 
about represent the two degrees. 

But they were great factories for tha: 
day, and they turned out a high-grade 
class of goods, often at the expense of 
same backs for the operators, as it re- 
quired much physical exertion to keep 
these old hand-presses in action.

A 
large part of the American product is 
exported, and a considerable portion of 
the burley leaf used in the production is 
grown in Missouri soil. 

The Missouri grade is considered as 
good, if not better in some instances, 
than the Kentucky brand. The history 
of tobacco cultivation shows that good 
leaf was grown in this State before it 
was attempted in Kentucky. About five- 
sixths of all the plug chewing tobacco 
made in St. Louis last year was turned 
out of the American plants. 

Of the independent plants, the oldest 
and best known is that of the Christian 
Peper Co., at Main and Morgan streets. 
This plant, which is a large, modern 
affair, grew out of a little factory start- 
ed in 1848 by Christian Peper. The busi- 
ness is capitalized at $1,000,000 and the 
stock is held by the heirs of the founder. 
The officers are: F. C. Peper, president; 
Christian Peper Jr., vice-president and 
treasurer, and William F. Schulte, sec- 
retary. This company manufactures no 
less than seventeen lines of chewing to- 
bacco and twelve grades of smoking. 

The other factories in St. Louis are 
the John Weisert Tobacco Co., Welsert 
Bros., Mail Pouch Tobacco Co., Excel-

This philosophy, while favoring in- 
dividual possession of land, denies any 
right of individual ownership. It 
finds, in the prevailing system of pri- 
vate ownership and individual appro- 
priation of land, values due to the in- 
creasing demand of increasing popu- 
lation—not to the efforts of tne own- 

ers—the root cause of unearned 
Wealth and unueserved poverty, and 
all the economic and_ social evils 
which afflict society. 

The unique idea of the founders 
was to take advantage of the very 
laws which give landowners the priv- 
ilege of fOrestalling land v-ers and 
thriving without labor by collecting 
“unearned increment” and securing 
land by purchase, to administer it for 
the equal benefit of all who might 


cme to _live upon it. an st

other words, to collect as rent by vir- 
tue of legal title, the rental valuc of 
tand. which Henry George proposed 
should be taken by government ia 
and to expend it for com- 
mon public purposes—even to the 
extent of paying the State and 
county taxes upon not only the land, 
but the improvements and other per- 
sonal property of lessees. shis would 
make the land rent really a “single 
tax” to them, except for tariff and 
internal revenue taxes. 

The title of the lend at Fairhope 
(save a few srvell tracts privately 
owned) is held by¥ the Fait hope Sin- 
gle Tax corporation, virtually in trust 
for all who are now located or may 
hereafter locate upon it. Individual 
possession is secured under 99-year 
leases. These leases provide, in brief, 
that the lessees shall pay the annual 
rental value of the land (exclusive of 
improvements) and that the corpora- 
tion shall spend. the rentals for the 
common benefit of lessees, none to go 
to either corporation or, individuals 
in interest, dividends or profits in 
any form. 

In Fairhope, as in any town, land 
will increase in value with increas- 
ing population, regardless of wheth- 
er use is'made of it or not, Elsewhere 
this increasing value is collected in 
increased rents or increased selling 
price by individual owners. 


THERE IS NO SPECULATION. 


Under the policy pursued at Fair- 
hope of taking the value of land (ex- 
clusive of improvements) for public 
purposes, speculation in land is 
wholly eliminated. There being no 
profit in the mere holding of land, 
there is no demand for it except for 
use, and its value rises naturally and 
gradually as population increases and 
opportunities for its profitable use 
keep pace, 

Taking for public use the land

Many of them, though wealthy 
enough to maintain seraglios, have 
always contented themselves with one 


incumbent upon him to maintain one 
of the largest harems in the h.story 
of the Grand Porte. He considered 
it an ornament to his dignity, and, 
most important consideration of all, 
a thorn in the side of the Christians. 


HAD A HUGE HAREM. 


Besides the six wives permitted him 
by law (the ordinary Mussulman is 
accorded only four) Abdul Hamuiu 
took advantage of the indulgence of 
the Prophet to supply himself with 
four, “favorites” and over 500 oda!- 
isqués, euphemistically known under 
various titles, such as ladies in wait- 
ing to the sultanas, ladies of honor, 
dancers, singers, etc. None of these 
women was ever permitted, under the 
Moslem law, to speak during her life- 
time to an adult male, saving only 
her husband and her son. She could 
not even see her own brother alone. 

It is not surprising, considering the 
Sultan’s contemptuous neglect of his 
wives, that some of them attempted 
intrigues outside the palace. But 
they usually expiated such an injury 
to the royal honor with ther lives.

These cases are known. But no 
one knows how many stern and hid- 
den tragedies are concealed behind 
the lofty walls and barred windows 
of the imperial Seraglio.

sures impunity to the darkest crimes. 
So inviolate is the harem, the name 
of which means sacred and is also 
applied to the sanctuary in the basil- 
icas, that even tax gatherers may not 
enter there. Availing themselves of 
this law, wealthy Turks frequently 
place their jewelry agd money in the 
harem, where even thé. ingenuity of 
the publicans may not reach it.

Jealousy in the East is as sleep- 
less as Argus and as ruthless and piti- 
less as the grave. Short is the shrift 
and sure the punishment which await 
the lady whose lord has once had rea- 


That these things nave veen chang- 
ing, however, with the advance of 
European ideas in the Empire, is 
shown by several signs. Many wealthy 
young Turks of the present genera- 
tion have been educated in Paris or 
at Oxford, and have learned, with 
some astonishment, that the love of 
one wife and héelpmate is worth the 
passion of 20 slaves. | 

WOMEN ARE AWAKENING: 


Young Turkish girls, too, have 
come in contact with European wom- 
en at Constantinople, and some have 
become ambitious to acquire, not the 
smattering of French which form- 
erly constituted their sole education, 
but ability to read and write several 
foreign languages, to play the piano, 
to draw and to paint. Knives and 
forks have invaded the harem, along 
with flower vases, engravings and 
photographs. The piano has replaced
